TOMBS BREAK SPECTACULAR: 


Three Battied Half-Hour ‘in Yard; 
Killed Two, Then Ended Lives. :: 


The most spectacular attempted 
jail-break in this city recently 
occurred on the afternoon of Nov. 3, 
1926, when three prisoners in the 
Tombs—Hyman Amberg, a convicted 
murderer; Robert Berg, a diamond 
robber, and Michael (Red) McKenna, 
a bank robber—tried for liberty with 
smuggled pistols, Their attempt was 
frustrated only after a thirty-minute 
gun fight in the prison yard. 

The fight ended when ali three 
bandits had turned their guns on 
themselves.

\and the third died twenty-four hours 
later. It cost the lives of Warden

VIENNA, July 19.—For the past 
thirty-six hours Vienna has been 
filled: with song in a volume which 
has increased hourly.

Most preferred to 
eave the ceremonies in the hands of 
officials who must attend to the so- 
cieties which were designated to sing 
at the opening and to the Viennese 
who were desirous of honoring the 

guests. Instead, they foregathered as 
Shove stated and sang to suit them- 
selves, meanwhile consuming an 
amount of beer which broke the 
Viennese record. 

The opening itself was carried out 
in the customary way, with the 
speeches of welcome and responses 
interspersed with songs. Chancellor 
Seipel personally welcomed the so- 
cities.

Minister Briand, and the statement 
in the Commons last night by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain to the effect 
that the English Government. was 
sympathetic to the German desire to 
hasten’ evacuation may be taken as 
a reflection of conversations between 
London: and, Paris, 

Under: normal application of the 
Treaty of Versailles the Coblenz 
zone is ‘duesto be evacuated in. the 
first part of 1930, or in some seven- 
teen months. An advance. in this 
daté’ would represent a gesture of 
good-will and conciliation on the 
part, of France toward Germany, 
since*it will probably be found that 
the French, who hold. the key to the 
situation, will not, if M. Briand has 
his way, ask any immediate compen- 
sation fromthe Germans. either as 
regards reparations or other matters 
pending: between the two countries. 


Mayence ‘Zone Unaffected. 


The much more important zone of 
Mayencé ‘would remain occupied, it 
being due to be evacuated only in 
1935, and it would serve for bargain- 
ing. purposes on reparations and 
other issues, 

For some time the French have 
made plain to all persons interested 
that they. aré willing..to trade. their 
right to, remain on the Rhine for 
some years against concessiéns by 
the Germans, notably with regard to 
reparations; and it was generally be- 


lieved that the French have extended 
an offer to the Germans of an an- 
ticipated evacuation both of the sec- 
ond and third zones in connection 
with plans for the commercialization 
of the reparations debt. .. Severa! 
times Premier Poincaré has referred 
to this possibility. 

However, it is apparent that ie 
commercialization project is due for 
delay until next year, especially in 
view of the political situation in 
America, whose cooperation is nec- 
essory Then, too, the Germans next 
vear would scarcely pay much to ob- 
t2in the evactation of Coblenz, due 
in a few months anyhow. 

These and other considerations, in- 
eluding the great help it would be 
to his friend, Dr. Stresemann, have 
brought M. Briand around ‘to the 
aecision to try and effect an early 
evacuation of Coblenz as proof to 
€ermany of the good-will of France. 
it is entirely likely that’M. Briand 
has an understanding with Berlin 
that the Gérman campaign. for 
Thineland evacuation would ease up 
if the second zone were evacuated 
this yoar.

tion of the compact. 

By such an arrangement, it was 
felt, Russia could take her place with 
other Governments under the treaty 
without raising troublesome indepen- 
dent questions such as recognition. 

It will not surprise officials if a 
number of countries avail themselves 
of the’ opportunity to°adhere at the 
time the treaty is signed by the fif- 
rag" nations now directly concerned 
in it.

DISCUSS TREATMENT 
- OF CANCER BY LEAD} 


Delegates at London Confer- 
ence . Differ Widely ..on 
Value of Method. 


MUCH SKILL - REQUIRED 


London Physician Insists Cases He 
Had Received Harm, Not 
Benefit.

LONDON, July 19.—Much diver- 
gence of opinion has arisen among 
the delegates to the British Cancer 
Conference concerning the value of 
the lead treatment: This was shown 
today following the reading of a 
paper by Professor Blair Bell of 
Liverpool University, who has 
treated some hundreds of cases of 
severe cancer by the means of in- 
jections of lead salts. 

“Even though we have reached the 
stage of believing lead is detrimental 
to the cancer cell, we have still far 
to go,” said Professor Bell. He 
declared he anticipated that the con- 
sensus of opinion would bear out the 
statement he made in 1922 that the 
effects of radiation were augmented 
by the previous use of lead. 

Professor Francis C. Wood of Co- 
lumbia. University said it was evi- 
dent from Professor Bell’s carefully 
worded reports that the lead method 
was not at present one of general 
applicability because of the high de- 
gree of clinical skill necessary for 

e proper treatment of — and 
the dangers of the itself. 
Nevertheless, the fact that t was.a 
{| possible cure of even a relatively 
small number of otherwise hopeless 
patients was such an important dis- 
covery that every assistance should 
be offered Professor Bell and his 
colleagues. 

Dr. Burton T. Simpson of the New 
York State Institute for the Study 
of Malignant Diseases, after giving 
details of nineteen cases of cancer- 
ous malignancy treated with colloidal 
lead prepared according to Professor 
Bell’s method, said the lack of clin- 
ical improvement, together with se- 
vere anemia and discomfit to pa- 
tients had caused his institute to 


‘| abandon that method of treatment. 


J. B. Hume of 8t.. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, London, described the re- 
sults of the lead treatment on twenty. 
cases. The results obtained, he said, 
were so. unsatisfactory that physi- 
cians and surgeons would not permit 
their cases to be so treated. Even 
the strongest patients were converted 
into physical wrecks, he declared. 

Other delegates spoke to the same 
effect, but Dr.' Thompson of Birming- 

am said that in fifteen cases which 
had come under his notice some im- 
provemest was observed and- was 
very marked in five cases.

BURKITT ACQUITTED 


‘No Justice in Hudson ‘County,” 
Hague Foe Tells Court—

‘SELLING CORRUPTION IDEA’ 


Acts as His Own Counsel at Trial 
—Pontiis, Found Guilty, Gets 
Suspended Sentence.

Burkitt, who styles himself a ‘‘Jef- 
fersonian Democrat” and is a bitter 
critic of Mayor Hague.of.

Miss Helen Wills bears her laurels 
with becoming modesty. America’s 
Queen of the Tennis Courts stepped 
buoyantly down the gangplank of the 
Mauretania yesterday, returning from 
her tour of conquest in Europe, and 
said that:she had been lucky. 

Reminded that she had won three 
championships, the National title at 
Forest Hills last year, the interna- 
tional ‘hard court championship at 
Auteuil, ‘and the Wimbledon cham- 
pionships this: year, without the loss 
of a single set Miss Wills reiterated 
her explanation. 

“T was lucky,’”’ she said smilingly 
and with the suggestion of a blush. 

Never a hint of the great improve- 
ment in her game which all Europe 
admitted; never a suggestion that 
perhaps her’ game was too powerful 
and too far advanced for her Euro- 
— rivals -was forthcoming from 
he pretty Californian. She said she 
had had a delightful trip back from 
England and a fine visit in: Europe 
and: looked it. With Miss Wills were 
her mother, Mrs. Clarence A. Wills, 
and Miss Penelope Anderson of Vir- 
ginia, who also played abroad. 


Chats About Tennis Situation. 


While customs officers interrupted 
with questions concerning her dec- 
laration and while fellow-passengers 
crowded about for a word or two of 


farewell and well wishes, Miss Wills 
chatted easily and pleasantly of her 
poe and the tennis situation in gen- 
e 


ral. 

Although Miss Wills is regarded as 
the world’s greatest amateur woman 
tennis player, she revealed that 
she was far from a leader in deck 
tennis on the voyage from England. 
Not having lost a set in three cham- 
pionship tournaments, Miss Wills 
won only one of eight or more on the 
Mauretania, her opponent in most of 
the games being the master of the 
liner, Captain S. G. S. McNeil. 

Miss Wills believes that the younger 
generation of women players in - 
rope is showing steady improvement. 
She was impressed particularly by 
the form shown by Miss Eileen Ben- 
nett of England, Sefiorita lia De 
Alvarez of Spain and Fraulein Cecilie 
Aussem of Germany. 


Praise for Miss Nuthall. 


Miss Betty Nuthall of England, she 
thinks, will be an important factor 
agair. when she perfects her newly 
acquired service. The best woman 
player in the world, next to herself, 
is Mrs. Kitty McKane Godfree when 
she is in form. Miss Wills did not 
see Mile. Lenglen while she was in 
Europe. The French star was in the 
south of France. 

The European dressmakers may 
have their own opinions -f Miss 
Wills’s tennis costume, which they 
were emphatic in declaring was 
several years behind the current 
styles and almost dowdy, but it is 
hardly likely that there would have 
been any complaint to make of her 
costume yesterday. Miss Wills was 
charming in a beige and brown 
checked silk crepe cress, a brown 
wool twill coat, a blue fox furpicce, 
lizard skin shoes and a biege hat. 

“T had to explain to others about 
the colors,’’ she remarked laughingly 
as she complimented her interviewer. 

Learning for the first time of the 
cabled complaints regarding her ten- 
nis dress, Miss Wills was amused. 

“‘Isn’t that too bad,”’ she said. ‘‘So 
they don’t like my tennis costume. 
Well, I have been wearing the same 
dress for tennis since I was 12 years 
old and it is comfortable and I am 
used to it. I think if a tennis cos- 
tume is comfortable and one is used 
to it, that is the one which should 
be worn. I'll wear the dress I like,” 
she ended with a slight touch of de- 
fiance. 

Miss Wills devoted herself pretty 
seg to tennis in France, Holland 
and England, but she found time to 
visit a few art exhibitions and do a 
few drawings.

Dr. Shea Pronounces His Boy- 
hood Friend in. Best Form 
of His Career. 


MORE POWER IN PUNCHES 


Indicated by Marked Development 
of Chest and Shoulders—Cham- 
pion Works Out on Road.

SPECULATOR,-N. Y., July 19.— 
Gene Tunney was pronounced today 
by Dr. Robert J. Shea of New York 
City to be in the best physical condi- 
tion that he has ever enjoyed in his 
fighting career. Dr. Shea is a boy- 


hood friend of Tunney’s, having lived 
in Greenwich Village at one time, 
and he has examined Tunney for ev- 
ery bout, championship or otherwise, 
in the last ten years. 

Dr. Shea examined the heavyweight 
champion directly after he had fin- 
ished his morning road work and 
his findings in detail were as follows: 

General condition, splendid; eyes, 
vision improved cver two previous 
bouts; heert and wind, perfect; hands 
and legs, perfect; reflexes and blood 
pressure, normal. 


Appears to Be ‘‘in the Pink.” 


To one seeing Tunney for the first 
time during his training siege for the 
bout with Tom Heeney. on July 26 
appearances attest the splendid shape 


the champion has attained. He looks 
in the pink of condition, lean and 
yet strong. 

Dr. Shea amplified his forma! re- 
port by stressing the importance of 
the condition of Gene’s heart, which, 
he said, showed that the champion 
had stored up a powerful reserve—a 
thing that he will need against the 
rugged New Zealander over the fif- 
teen-round distance. 

The allusion to the improvement in 
vision brought to light the fact that 
Tunney had suffered from a slight 
astigmatism, which was augmented 
la t year while training at Lake Villa, 
when: Jackie Williams, a sparring 
mate, poked his thumb in Tunney’s 
right eye. 

r. Shea also pointed out that this 
year the shoulder and chest develop- 
ment’ of the champion was more 
marked than in the past, while the 
hip emphasis of a year ago had di-. 

The shoulders. and chest 
development denote that Tunney will 
be carrying: more power in_ his

Scolded for Running Too Hard. 


He ran rather heavily, but showed 
no signs of exertion, however. While 
Dr. Shea was examining Gene he 
took occasion to scold him for going 
at it too hard. As a result the road 
run for tomorrow will be omitted, 
though Tunney will box in the after- 
noon. 

More rest was what the doctor or- 
dered. Saturday Tunney will rest and 
then box again Sunday and Monday. 
He did not box this afternoon, and it 
was well that he did not plan to be- 
cause shortly after lunch a dreary 
rain began to fall. 

The impression persisted here that 
Tunney would forego his plan to fl 
to New York as a result of the acci- 
dent yesterday when the plane with 
Bernard Gimbel and four - others 
crashed. The champion is quite ready 
to go through with his original in- 
tention; in fact, insists that he will 
do so. But it is believed that he will 
heed the behests of hi. friends and 
not take any chance. No word had 
been received from Tex Rickard on 
the matter. 

Questioned whether he would have 
any stipulations to nake regarding 
th. choice. of. officials for the title 
bout Tunney said that he was satis- 
fied to let that m tter lie in the hands 
of the New York State Boxing Com- 
mission.

Heeney looked almost as impres- 
sive today as he did yesterday, de- 
spite the heat. His. two. opponents 
again gave him a fine workout. The 
Anzac worked indoors. 

An interested spectator today was 
Jack Kearns, manager of Jack 
Dempsey when the Manassa mauler 
was in his prime. Kearns was of the 
opinion thet all Heeney needed in 
his battle with Tunney was a compe- 
tent. referee who would force Tunney 
to break every time the champion 
clinched. 


Wants Holding Rule Enforced. 


Heeney added a few words in his 
own behalf by saying he hoped the 


Boxing Commission would enforce its 
edict against holding, a ruling which 
demands that intentional holding 
shall] merit. a warning from the, ref- 
eree, and that three such : warnings 
shall bring disqualification. 

Heeney also revealed his plans for 
the coming week. He declared he 
would have his last boxing session 
on Monday, and that he would then 
taper off gradually until fight time. 
He is still undecided as to when he 
will go to New York.. He wants to 
get a good night’s rest on Wednes- 
day. If the weather is warm he will 
stay in Fairhaven until] Thursday 
morning. 

Heeney’s decision to work on Mon- 
day was caused by his disinclination 
to go through his paces tomorrow. 
The extent of his activities tomorrow 
will be a session on the road in the 
morning. 


Largest’ Weekday Crowd. 


Today’s gathering was the largest 
weekday crowd which has witnessed 


the challenger in training. The 
throng was augmented considerably 
by a. delegation, of sixty boys from 
the neper-by town of Deal, and 
throughout the. four . rounds of 
sparring Heeney was cheered by 
shrill cries of ‘‘Atta boy, Tom. Go 
get him, Tom,” and like remarks. 

James J. Braddock, the Jersey 
City light heavyweight, was the first 
to put on the gloves with Heeney. 
Braddock started in whirlwind fash- 
ion jabbing Tom with his left and 
almost smothering the challenger un- 
der a barrage of rights and lefts to 
the head. This fusillade knocked 
Hveney’s protective helmet down 
over his eyes and the New Zealander 
had to fight blindly for the moment. 

They squared..off.and. Braddock 
nailed the antipodean names on the 
jaw with a beautifully executed right 
cross. Tom saw. the. blow coming, but 
seemed vowerless to dodge it.

COMPLETE STATEMENT 
OF LAWN TENNIS BODY 


U.S.L.T. A. Reviews Entire Case 
From Discovery of Articles to 
Action Suspending Tilden. 


The statement in full from the 
United States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion follows: 

The announcement from Paris by 
President Samuel H. Collom of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation of the removal] of William 
T. Tilden 2d from the © United 
States Davis Cup team was made 
as a result of the filing of charges 
that Tilden had violated the Ama- 
teur Rule of the U. S. L. T. A. 
These charges were made by the 
Advisory and Finance Committee 
of the association following a meet- 
ing held in New York City on July 
10, held at the reauest of Holcombe 
Ward, Chairman of the Amateur 
Rule Committee, following receipt 
of letters and telegrams from Dr, 
Sumner Hardy, President of the 
California.Association, calling at- 
tention to an article in The San 
Francisco Chronicle of July 3, which 
bore the head ‘Tilden Reviews 
First Week’s Play on the’ Tennis 
Courts at Wimbledon.’”’ At this 
meeting were present: Louis J. Car- 
ruthers, Acting Chairman; Hol- 
combe Ward and Jones W. Mer- 
sereau of New York, Joserh W. 
Thurston of Hartford and Paul W. 
Gibbons of Philadelphia. 

Evidence was submitted in the 
form of ne spaper articles appear- 
ing in The New York World of 
July 2, 6 and 8 and The San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle of July 3.. These 
articles, printed under ‘the~ name 
of William T. Tilden, contained 
description of current matches 
during the English championships 
which were being played between 
June 25 and July 7. They were 
considered a violation of that por- 
tion of the by-laws of the U. S. 
L. T. A. Known as the Amateur 
Rule, particularly Paragraph 4 of 
Section. B, which reads as follows: 

“By writing for pay or a con- 
sideration current newspaper arti- 
cles covering a tournament or 
match in which he is en‘*ered as 
a competitor.’’ 


President Collom Notified. 


The action of the Advisory. Com- 
mittee .was. immediately communi- 
cated to President Collom by radio- 
gram. he. being at that time en 
route for Paris with the Chairman 
of the -Davis.Cup. Committee, Jo- 
seph W. Wear, on board the 8.58. 
France: President Collom replied 
by radio: 

“Does your committee’ recom- 
ment suspension? Would: like to 
interview Tilden before making 
decision.’* 5

match, after Bill Tilden was deposed 
as captain of the American Davis 
Cup team, the American star de- 
feated Baron de Morpurgo, No. 1 
Italian player, in straight sets, 6—4, 
6—0, 6—1, here this afternoon. 
Tilden and De Morpurgo intended 
playing only one set, but when the 


American won that after ten. fast 
and furious games, the Italian star 
felt that he was just cee warmed 
up.

« A. Amateur Rule, and the 
following cable was forwarded to 
President: Collom, who had in the 
meantime arrived in Paris and 
eee the United States Davis Cup 
eam: 


‘At meeting Tuesday night the 
following resolution unanimously 
adopted: ‘Whereas charges have 
been made against William T. Til- 
den 2d by the Advisory and Fi- 
nance Committee that he has vio- 
lated the amateur rule by writing 
current newspaper articles for pay 
or a consideration, covering the 
Wimbledcn tournament in which 
he was a competitor, and whereas 
it would be improper to retain as 
a member of the Davis Cup team 
any player, against. whom such 
er are pending.’ 

‘** ‘Resolved that this joint meeting 
of the Davis Cup Committee and 
the Amateur Rule Committee and 
Selection Committee of the Davis 
the Advisory ‘and. Financia] Com- 
mittee, including a quorum of the 
Cup Committee, recommends to the 
President of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association and to 
the Chairman of the Davis Cup 
Committee that William T. Tilden 
2d be forthwith removed as cap- 
tain-and as a member of the Davis 
Cup team upon said President and 
Chairman being convinced that 
said William T. Tilden 2d actually 
wrote the articles in question for 
pay or a consideration or unless 
they are otherwise convinced that 
such charges are clearly without 
foundation. Selection Committee 
recommends appointment of Wear 
non-playing captain if Tilden is 
removed’,’ 


Data Forwarded by Mail. 


Following the meeting of the Ad- 
visory Committee on July 10 there 
was forwarded to President Collom 
by mail complete copies of the 
newspaper. articles in question; 
correspondence from Dr. Sumner 
Hardy; the English Association 
regulations covering tennis eer 
writing by competitors at Wimble- 
don and all other data. This in- 
formation was received by Presi- 
dent Collom in Paris late yesterday, 
and in reply he cabled to the New 
York offices of the U..S. L. T. A. 
early this morning as. follows: 

“T have just given ‘the following 
announcement to the press: “The 
Amateur Rule Committee and the 
Davis Cup Committee of the U. 8S. 
Lawn Tennis Association having 
preferred charges against William 
T. Tilden for having violated the 
amateur rule by writing current 
newspaper articles for pay or a 
consideration, covering the Wimble- 
don. tournament in which he was 
a competitor, and whereas it would 
be improper to retain as a member 
of the U. S. Davis Cup team any 
player against whom such charges 
are pending, the U. S. Lawn Ten- 
nis Association has decided to 
withdraw William T. Tilden from 
Davis Cup competition’,’’ 

The formal charges covering the 
alleged violation of the amateur 
rule have been prepared. These 
will be presented to a special meet- 
ing of tne Executive Committee of 
the U. S. L. T. A. to be called fol- 
lowing the return of the Davis Cup 
squad from Europe. 

Officers and committeemen of 
the United States Lawn Tennis As- 
sociation who have devoted the 
past two weeks to a consideration 
of the case are unable to under- 
stand Mr. Tilden’s attitude and 
position in this violation of the 
amateur rule. He was a member 
of the special committee which, 
after a nuimber of conferences, 
drew up the new set of amateur 
rules which were adopted at the 
annual] meeting of the U. S. L 
T. A. on Feb. 7, 1925. 


Committee Representative One. 


Serving with him on that com- 
mittee was S. Wallis Merrihew. 
owner and editor of American 
Lawn Tennis: Jones W. Mersereau. 
President of the association, and 
Arthur Hollen, member of the

After a several hours’ conference, 
during which Mr. Tilden appeared 
before the committee on two sepa- 
rate occasions, the members pres- 
ent recorded their decision that 
Mr. Tilden had violated the ama- 
teur rule, but upon his statement 
that the violation was uninten- 
tional and due to his misinterpre- 
tation of the rule, and the further 
statement that he would register 
his future intentions and attitude © 
regarding the observation of the 
amateur rule in writing, no penalty 
was imposed. 

Mr. Tilden’s written statement 
given to the Executive Committee 
at the close of the meeting of Aug. 
1, 1925, was as follows: 

‘As you have concluded that the 
interviews, and resumé given by 
me in connection with the clay 
court championship at St. Louis 
constitute a violation of the by- 
laws. of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association, I hereby state 
that in the future I will give no 
interviews to any news dicate, 
corporation or person wi which 
I have contracted to cover events 
or supply service for ay, com- 
ment upon any event in which ] 
am entered as a competitor, nor 
will I give any resumé of such 
event to appear earlier than the 
third day following the completion 
of the event.’’ 


Violation Is Incomprehensible. 


In view of Mr. Tilden’s written 
promise that he would give no 
resumés of an event in which he 
was a competitor until three days 
after the completion of such an 


event, the present violation of the 
amateur rule by Mr. Tilden is in- 
comprehensible to tennis associa- 
tion authorities and apparently 
without mnutigating circumstances. 

This is especially true since at a 
private conference of the Davis 
Cup squad, consisting of William 
T. Tilden 2d, George Lott, John 
Hennessey and Junior Coen, held in 
St. Louis on Saturday, May 19, 
1928, the Chairman of the Davis 
Cup squad, Joseph W. Wear, and 
the Chairman of the Davis Cup 
Selection Committee, Charles S. 
Garland, discussed fully with the 
players the correspondence and 
player-writer rules of the United 
States and English tennis associa- 
tions and explained the necessity 
of the press during or after the 
English championships at Wimble- 
don, June 25 to oa. 7, observing 
both the why and letter of these 
United States and English rules. 

Chairman Garland, in reporting 
to the joint -neeting of the Davis 
Cup, Amateur Rule and Advisory 
and Finance commmittees, held in 
New York City on July 17, 1928, 
stated the result of this conference 
as. follows: 

““Mr. Wear introduced the subject 
of the new English rule governin 
the player-writers in order tha 
the members of the team would be 
fully instructed, and Mr. Tilden 
stated emphatically that he under- 
stood the English rule corresponded 
almost exactly to our own; in fact 
that our own rule was even a little 
more drastic. 

“‘He cited his experience of 1927 
when he had a contract with a 
British newspaper to write thumb- 
nail sketches of the leading players, 
describing their games and per- 
sonalities both on and off the court 
in a biographical manner without 
in any way relating such descrip- 
tions to matches currently being 
played at Wimbledon. In fact, Mr. 

ilden explained that most of those 
sketches were written weeks prior 
to the opening of Wimbledon. 

“Mr. Tilden added that he had 
already entered into a similar con- 
tract for 1928 and that he intended 
to write these articles while on the 
boat, and, further, that he would 
not under any circumstances vio 
late either the English rule or our 
own, and this applied to any ar- 
ticles he might write for either 
European or American papers. 

‘There is no doubt that Mr. Til- 
den and the other members of the 
team thoroughly understood the 
text and the interpretation of the 
English and United States. rules, 
and that each one definitely prom- 
ised to adhere strictly to them.”’

SUPPORT BAM ON TILDEN. 


New England Tennis Officials Call 
It Only Action Possible.

BOSTON, July 19.—The sentiment 
among New England tennis officials 
with regard to Tilden is that the 
United States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion took the only action possible.

For the moment, Republican Party 
relief is the one thing needful. Let 
us be harmonious. Everybody. and 
everything will be all right. A blank 
check of trust in Mr. Hoover's abil- 
ity to solve “this great problem ” is 
signed. As “an Iowa product,” he 
is the man to foster other Iowa agri- 
cultural products. 

If the problem is “ especially seri- 
oug in the State of Iowa,” so are the 
vesalutions of the. Republican State 
Convention.

MR. HUGHES AND THE WORLD 
COURT. 


No intimation has thus far come 
from Mr. HUGHES, who is now trav- 
eling in Europe, whether he will con- 
sent to be chosen a member of. the 
International Tribunal of Justice in 
succession to Judge Moore. It is 


; evident that his election would be 


acclaimed. Already he has heen put 
in nomination by several countries, 
including the United States, so that 
the offer is one for him personally 
to accept or put aside. Whatever 
his decision, he must be gratified by 
this public recognition of his inter- 
national services and of his eminent 
fitness to sit in an international 
court. The European nations that 
are urging him for the position can- 
not have forgotten his strong ap- 
proval of the creation of the World 
Court, and his sustained efforts, as 
Secretary of State, to induce the 
United States Senate to adhere to 
the court without. the crippling res- 
ervations that were finally adopted. 

Under President HARDING, and for 
a time under President CoOLIDGE, 
joining the World Court was an 
article of Republican faith. It was 
to be the great and practical alter- 
native to joining the League of 
Nations. But difficulties arose, the 
Senate was obstinate, Senator BoRAH 
had again to follow the Trail of the 
Lonesome Pine, and the President 
and the Republican Party lost their 
zeal for the issue. It has since been 
left like a dusty document in the 
pigeonholes of the Department of 
State. Were Mr. HUGHES now to 
give fresh interest to the World 
Court, by himself, a stout Repuoli- 
can, becoming a member of it, it is 
possible that his party might again 
pay ‘a little reverence to an institu- 
tion which it first greeted with en- 
thusiasm and then avoided with hor- 
ror as that terrible thing, the enter- 
ing wedge, or the camel's head under 
the tent flap.

MEDITERRANEAN GOOD 
FEELING. 


Recognition of Italy’s claim to an 
equal partnership with Great Brit- 
ain, France and Spain in the inter- 
national administration of Tangier 
is hailed at Rome as a notable vic- 
tory. It is at the same time a vic- 
tory for good sense and peace in the 
Mediterranean world. In the Tan- 
gier controversy material ipterests 
were. less involved than national 
prestige. The issue was between 
France and Italy and. the incentive 
was the long-standing jealousy be- 
tween the two unsisterly members 
of the Latin sisterhood. This is now 
being dissipated. Rome speaks of 
the Tangier arrangement as the 
happy preamble to still closer ties 
in the future. This is looking a 
little too far ahead. But gratifying 
progress has been made since the 
time, not so far back, when angry 
exchanges flew across the Franco- 
Italian frontier, when Paris had to 
take cognizance of the activities 
of Fascist hotheads in the Alps, 
when the regular manoeuvres of the 
French Army on the Italian border 
gave rise to a crop of war rumors. 
In that state of mind serious atten- 
tion would have been directed to 
a: melodramatic gesture like this 
week’s challenge by an Italian news- 
paper to a wholesale duel between 
its staff and that of a Paris news- 
paper over NOBILE. Today it is dis- 
missed for the hot-weather silliness 
it is. 

Credit for improved relations be- 
tween France and Italy is due to 
both Governments. A year ago M. 
BRIAND deemed it worth while to 
take a little time off from Ger- 
many to talk things over with Mus- 
SOLINI; the results are now ap- 
parent. The Fascist leader has con- 
ducted himself like a statesman and 
a friend of European peace. He 
has insisted, of. course, upon recog- 
nition of Italy as a Mediterranean 
Power. But there has been no re- 
currence of earlier defiant pronun- 
ciamientos about the revival’ of the 
Roman Empire, and Mare Nostrum, 
with broad hints about the doom of 
French power in North Africa, 
coupled with’ Italy’s manifest. des- 
tiny in that region. The. Tangier 
accord may be followed by negotia- 
tions concerning the status of the 
very large Italian population in 
French Tunis and the creation of 
new facilities for Italian immigra- 
tion in that region.. This may be the 
“closer ties” to which the Rome 
dispatches. refer. With regard to 
France, as previously concerning 
Yugoslavia, the Mussolini record is 
commendable. A certain amount of 
rhetoric will persist in the formu- 
lation of Italy’s foreign policies, but 
in practice MUSSOLINI has been mod- 
erate and constructive. 

THE STYDENT CITY. 

Mr. ROCKEFELLER’S gift of $2,000,- 
000 will make possible the provision 
of a “commons” for all the nations 
represented in the great student 
body of the University of Paris. In 
medieval times each “nation” had 
its own organization, which was as 
a self-governing society within the 
university, masters and students be- 
ing closely associated. And each of 
the nations in these universities, 
whether Paris or Padua, Prague or 
Bologna, preserved the customs and 
languages of its province or country. 
Each had, too, its special patron. 
At Paris, the nation of France chose 
St. THomas of Canterbury, whom 
HENRY VIII in England later de- 
creed to be no more called a saint 
but only “Bishop Becket.” St. 
CHARLEMAGNE was the patron saint 
of the nation of Germany in Paris. 

But. though the “nations”. bor- 
rowed saints sometimes from other 
holy catalogues than their own, there 
were rivalries and antipathies be- 
tween one nation and the others, and 
these “ engendered a thousand quar- 
rels.” Back and forth between them 
such epithets as these were bandied: 

The English were called ‘“‘ drunk- 

ards and cowards,” the French 

** proud and effeminate,” the Ger- 

mans “‘choleric, gluttonous: and 

dirty ’’; the Normans were accused 
of being “‘ charlatans and boast- 
ers,”’ the Burgundians “* brutal and 
stupid,’ the Flemings ‘‘ bloody and 
incendiary,”” .and others ‘were 
characterized as the “ dancers of 

Orleans,” ‘‘the tennis players 

of Poitiers,’ or ‘the lovers of, 

Turin."’

GETTING ON. 


The latest plan for transit “ re- 
adjustment” seems to be making 
progress. Accepted in principle by 
the B. M. T., it has now received 
the official approval of the Transit 
Commission. That body has even 
gone so far as to order, subject, of 
course, to the decision of the Board 
of Estimate, notice served on both 
companies of the city’s intention to 
recapture the subways which they 
are now operating on its account. 
At the same time the commission 
has directed its special counsel, Mr. 
UNTERMYER, to pursue the recent 
negotiations further in the hope of 
reaching an agreement on price. 
The negotiators should be encour- 
aged by the favorable, even if 
guarded, comment of Mr. DELANEY, 
Chairman of the Board of Transpor- 
tation, and by the friendly public 
reception accorded to many of their 
tentative proposals. 

No immediate action is to be ex- 
pected. It is midsummer; the Mayor 
is building up his strength at Hol- 
lywood, and Mr. UNTERMYER is about 
to sail for Europe for a vacation. 
The Interborough’s suit, the outcome 
of which will naturally affect that 
company’s attitude toward unifica- 
tion, will not be settled until Fall. 
Meanwhile the negotiations with the

In the end, 
abstract theories of valuation will 
probably go by the board in an at- 
tempt to strike a fair bargain. 

While there is no compelling rea- 
son for instant action, there can be 
no justification for indefinite delay. 
It is once more rumored that the 
Walker Administration is in no 
| hurry to reach an agreement with 
the companies, believing that they 
will be more tractable when the new 
municipal subways are finished and 
ready to enter the competition. 
Mayor WALKER must realize, how- 
ever, that there will be public pro- 
test, prompt and loud, if substantial 
parts of the new system, like the 
Eighth Avenue line, already near 
completion, are forced to lie idle 
while the authorities either proceed 
to complete and equip the rest or 
pursue long-drawn-out negotiations 
with the present operators. The 
Mayor and his advisers had far bet- 
ter heed the biblical advice to agree 
with thine adversary quickly, whiles 
thou art in the way with him. 
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PATIENT RESEARCH. 


Although the cause and cure of 
cancer are not yet established, the 
results of researches undertaken by 
Dr. MurPHy at the Rockefeller In- 
stitute and by Dr. LEITCH, Director 
of the Research Institute of the Can- 
cer Hospital, London, are evidently 
of high importance. The report made 
to the International Conference on 
Cancer by Dr. LeitcH has been 
hailed in English scientific circles 
as contributing much to the knowl- 
edge of tissue growth, and as pos- 
sibly foreshadowing a new principle 
in biology. 

When, as in the case of the late 
Dr.. NoGUCHI, a scientist meets death 
in the course of his investigations of 
human ills, he receives tribute from 
the world: But often lifelong devo- 


who, at places like the Rockefeller 
Institute or one of the universities, 
are working indefatigably in the 
interest of the health and welfare 
of the race, care less for popular 


part of scientific study. But to the 
unheralded men who have worked 
and ‘thought should go a greater 
measure of praise than has yet been 
accorded. Thanks to organization, 
exchange of information between 
scientists is easier now than half a 
‘century ago. But it is the hard and 
persistent labor of the individual re- 
searchers which counts most. Their 
true reward comes when they real- 
ize that by their efforts mankind 
has been freed of an age-long evil.

Al- 

Has Sizzled. though the extremes 

have been but little 

higher there than during an ordinary 

hot spell in this country, the suffer- 
ing has been much more intense. 

This is due to three reasons: The 
difference between the extremes—in 
the ’90s—and the normal for the Sum- 
mer is greater in Europe than in this 
country. Heat waves are so rare that 
the people have no idea how to face 
them. European clothes are, for the 
most part, so much heavier than 
ours that individuals suffer more 
This is particularly true in the North- 
ern countries, where cool weather is 
the rule and overcoats are handy all 
Summer. , 

North or South, we in America are 
accustomed to be buffeted by the 
weather. We accept abnormalities 
with equanimity. It is only when 
the weather fails to change over a 
period of days or weeks that we be- 
come restless and bad tempered. 
Long experience has taught us that 
after a few days of excessive heat 
we may expect a respite. Hence we 
accept the heat more philosophically. 

In Europe high temperatures are 
more unnerving. People have only 
heard of such great heat as one of 
the many disagreeable things to be 
found in America. In fact, we shall 
be lucky if we escape a part of the 
blame for Europe’s hot weather! 


The United States 
Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion. and the.

I was in Italy during the last year 
of. the Giolitti régime and during the 
strange interregnum between his 
resignation in 1921 and the march on 
Rome in the Autumn of 1922. As I 
look back upon that period of nation- 
al paralysis, when the Government 
was any one’s for the taking, and 
consider it in the light of later ob- 
servations in Russia, I am convinced 
that Italy would never have gone 
Bolshevist. You mention two of the 
three main factors which in those 
years of confusion and desperation 
prevented even a temporary triumph 
of the Soviets. The first was Giolit- 
ti’s political astuteness in acquiesc- 
ing in the seizure by the workers of 
the great industria] plants of the 
North; he foresaw that without capi- 
tal, without management, without 
technicians, abo: all without popu- 
lar backing, the workers would be 
only too willing in a few weeks to 
turn the factories back to the own- 
ers. The second was the restraint 
and the strong sense of reality of the 
Italian peopl.. 

But the third and decisive factor 
was the emergence of the Fascists. 
Those now engaged in ‘‘dissipating 
the legend’”’ that the Fascist coup of 
1922 saved Italy from Bolshevism 
forget that if the country was al- 
ready saved when Mussolini marched 
of Rome it was largely because dur- 
ing the preceding two years illegal 
bands of disciplined and determined 
Black Shirts were viclently employed 
in saving it. Three thousand were 
killed in the process, but they could 
not have succeeded if not only Gio- 
litti and the helpless politicians but 
the great mass of the people had not 
hailed them as deliverers. It was in 
September, 1920, that I heard a 
group of Liberal Senators cursing 
Giolitti’s laissez-faire tactics and 
praying for a bold leader. And it 
was on the birthday of Rome in 
April, 1921, a year and a half before 
the Black Shirts came to power, that 
IT saw 40,000 Fascist youth, univer- 
sity students, country boys, ex-sol- 
diers, even girls, acclaimed with de- 
lirious joy by a terrorized populace 
as they marched through the streets 
of Rome and replanted the Italian 
tricolor on the Capitol Hill. The 
march on Rome was not the begin- 
ning but the end of the struggle. 

Italy would not have gone Bolshe- 
vist, but it might have gone Socialist. 
By all the logic of the situation it 
should have gone Socialist. The 
Socialists were the largest and 
strongest of the old parties; the 
Socialist labor unions formed the 
only powerful organization in the 
country. Their bitterest grievance 
against Mussolini today is that he 
broke up the great labor machine 
they had spent years in building. 
As one of their ablest leaders frank- 
ly admitted to me last year, the 
Socialists lacked nothing but the 
courage to assume power in a time 
of severe economic crisis and pro- 
found popular discouragement. They 
missed a great opportunity because 
they were afraid. The old Italian 
political chiefs were, more than most 
politicians, honest and patriotic; like 

iolitti, they. left. office. poorer than 
| when they went in. But all the post- 
mortem explanations cannot hide the 


fact that they, too, were afraid. Not: 
Puts but had a better chance at ‘‘sav- 
Italy’? than Mussolini. had. 
Faty oid not gc Bolshevist for the 
same reason that Russia did. In 
both countries the other parties were 
large, divided and wavering; power 
was seized. by the smallest Rroup be- 
cause it was small, and refore 
more united, better disciplined and 
more responsively the instrument of 
a leader who knew what he wanted 
and who symbolized what the people 
wanted. In the beginning, at least, 
all dictators are only personifications 
of the popular will. I one one of those 
not sure that although Italy went 
Fascist it will not o the long run 
prove to have gone Socialist, but I 
wish the gentlemen who have such 
Bright recollections in’ 1928 of the 
safe and pe oy condition of Italy 
in. 1920 and 1921 could be forced to 
‘listen to a movietone of their own 
speeches on the same subject in 1921.

the 7,000 miles ~>vered on the trip 
before the catastrophe. Mine is 
rather a voice in courteous reply to 
the mob that is fretting itself away 
barking at the stars. 

I think that the world has never 
seen a less dignified spectacle than 
the one which is being offered by the 
press because of the Italia’s catas- 
trophe. I do not think that the 
fantasy of certain journalists or of 
certain newspaper agencies has ever 
been exercised with greater cynicism 
or disloyalty in any other human 
event than it. is being exercised to- 
day to the discredit of the Italians 
in the tragic polar expedition. 
Everything has been dared: imag- 
inary reconstructions of the catastro- 
phe, that they might fall in dishonor 
upon General Nobile and upon the 
Italians, even before one of them had 
ope:.ed his mouth; bitter, harsh criti- 
cisms of the organization, of the ex- 
pedition by those who, if placed be- 
fore a dirigible, would not know how 
to distinguish the rudder from. the 
plane. How well was this demon- 
strated by the chatter which certain 
newspapers freely accepted! Deaths 
occurred which were pure inventions 
(Ceccioni was killed at least twice), 
and to Lundborg was attributed an 
interview which he had never given, 
for at the time of publication he was 
still on the icy wastes. Acts of weak- 
ness and of cowardice were origi- 
nated; the reputation of the heads 
was ruined; a trial was started, again 
pure invention, upon intentions, facts 
and episodes, all for the pleasure of 
being able later to comment upon 
them and deplore them, Every 
noble sentiment has been dragged 
through the mire. 

General Nobile, the man who was 
the first to unite the East and West 
by dirigible across the North Pole; 
who was first to organize and lead G 
commission of scientists for the pur- 
pose of methodically exploring the 
Arctic regions, is being tried with 
the same kind of mentality, the same 
heed for creating a thrill for the 
populace, as are used in the trials of 
sensational scandals caused by worth- 
less women and degenerate men. 

Let us neglect for the moment all 
the minor accusations and examine 
the one which gave the initiative to 
the criticisms themselves: General 
Nobile’s rescue, the abandonment of 
the crew by its captain. An act of 
unconceivable cowardice, says the 
world. A poet who has sung of the 
beauty and sanctity of Bolshevist 
vengeance upon the innocent children 
of Russian aristocracy, massacred 
en masse, grasps his lyre to direct 
the invective against this felon 
General, and the world follows him, 
What. a good time for every one! 

Well, then, I, a sailor and soldier 
of three wars, dare to cry to these 
accusers, who perhaps have never 
moved from their comfortable homes 
or offices, that General Nobile had 
the right to be saved first; that upon 
the rescuers weighed the duty ta 
save him first, as they understood 
and as they did. 

Let us consider. Upon the floating 
ice lay six men, two of whom were 
seriously wounded. Of the latter’s 
names, the radio had given one, that 
of Ceccioni. For reasons easily un< 
derstood the name of the second had 
been kept silent. The second was 
Genera! Nobile, the captain of the 
small crew. His condition seemed to 
be more serious than that of the 
other to the men who were not doc- 
tors, and in fact it: was, since the 
other wounded man is now able to 
walk and the General is still confined 
to his bed. 

Face; to face with a desperate situ- 
ation, the captain ceases to exist and 
there remains only the invalid. Any 
one who should have accepted rescue 
before Nobile would have committed 
a cowardly act. Whether he wanted 
it or not, Nobile, the only one whose 
life seemed to be in jeopardy, had to 
be saved even. at the cost of using 
violence against a General, one who 
had ceased to be such when the in- 
valid had taken his place. 

No weakness, no reticence. Nobile 
may now be saddened by the circum- 
stances which have forced him to 
leave his companions, but this may 
not give any on. the right to attach

The New York brokers’ loan account 
has decreased for the week $48,284,- 
000, but this does not bring it down 
to the figure of three weeks ago. It 
is the comparison with several months 
or a year ago which still shows the 
actual position, and which also 
proves how much or how little the 
magnitude of the present account is 
a consequence purely of new security 
underwritings. Subscriptions of the

Shipping men criticized yesterday a 
statement made on Wednesday by 
Senator Fleteher of Florida,’ ranking 
minority member of the Senate, Com- 
mittee on Commerce, which framed 
the Merchant Marine.act of 1928, in 
which he opposed the sale of Gov- 
ernment-owned ship. lines by the 
Shipping Board and advised that the 
board concentrate on the upbuilding 
of the Ameftican. merchant: marine. 
His opinions are out-of touch with 
“recent developments, it was declared. 

Senator Fletcher was quoted as 
paying: ‘‘I .would like to see the 
- Agamemnon and the Monticello re- 
conditioned and added to the United 
States Lines and an attempt made to 
operate those lines on-a paying basis. 
With the addition of those two ships. 
there would be enough to handle the 
maiis and an attenipt should be 
made to obtain contracts for, that 
purpose. Congress has appropriated 
money for reconditioning these two 
ships, but, I am told, nothing has 
been done about it. so far.’’ ; 

It was pointed out that the Bureau 
of Maintenance and Repair of the 
Shipping Board has submitted de-; 
tails of ‘proposed plans for the re- 
conditioning of these ships to seven 
shipbuilders and three of the navy 
shipyards and has asked that bids 
be submitted. The bureau expects to 
open bids within six weeks, accord- 
ing to Captain R.D. Gatewood, who 
is executive head.of the work. 

Senator Fletcher, discussing the 

plans of the Shipping Board for sell- 
ing the United States Lines and the 
American Merchant Lines, was 
quoted as saying: “If this is merely 
a feeler to ascertain whether or not 
there is any market in America for 
ships it may be justified. But cer- 
tainly, the ships should not be sold 
unless they bring a price that is a 
fair payment for their actual value.” 
. Chairman ‘T. -V. O’Connor> of ‘the 
Shipping. Board was in the city yes- 
terday and visited the board’s offices 
‘at 45 Broadway. He said that‘ the 
board. has offered its ships for sale 
with the hope and expectation of 
selling them rather than to deter-
